For NWT Council Members 


OTTAWA—(BUP)—Residents of the Mackenzie District 
will go to the polls on September 17, to elect three representa- 
tives to the eight-man Council of the Northwest Territories. 


The other five members are 
government appointees. 

Writs of election for the three 
members of the Council were 
issued here by the Chief Electoral 
Officer, N. J. Castonguay, who 
will conduct the elections. Clar- 
ence Bell of Aklavik has been 
named returning officer for the 
electoral district of Mackenzie 
West, Arthur Greenwood of Hay 
River for Mackenzie South, and 
Frank Megill of Yellowknife for 
Mackenzie North. 

Under the chairmanship of the 
Commissioner of the Northwest 
Territories, Major-General Hugh 
A. Young, who is also Deputy 
Minister of the’ Department of 
Resources and Development, the 
Council will comprise the follow- 
ing five appointees: F. J. G, 
Cunningham, Deputy Commission- 
er of the Northwest Territories; 
Commander L. C. Audette of the 
Canadian Maritime Commission; 
Air-Commodore H. B. Godwin, 
Deputy Air Member for Air Plans, 
A. F. H. Q; Major D. M. MacKay, 
Director, Indian Affairs Branch, 
Department of Citizenship and 
Immigration; and L, H. Nicholson, 
Commissioner, Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, and the three 
elected members. 

Major settlements in the Mac- 
kenzie are Fort Smith, Hay River, 
Yellowknife, Port Radium, and 
Aklavik.

Uniforms For Kids 7 


Edmonton clothiers this week 
took a long-range look at a British 
plan to dress all children in uni- 
forms and declared it just didn’t 
make sense. 

Sir William Darling had made 
th: proposal in the Commons. 
The Conservative member said 
putting all children in a “stan- 
dard uniform’? up to the age of 
14 would cut sharply the cost of 
clothing them in these days of 
soaring prices. 

Furth rmore, he said, the kids 
would love it. 

CRY ‘UNFAIR’ 

Edmonton clothiers sided with 
the London trade journal, Tailor 
and Cutter, in erying “Unfair”. 

The bible of British tailoring 
industry said in an editorial; 

“Sir William argues that chil- 
dren do not want to look differ- 
ent from cach other, 

“He is probably right for chil- 
dren inevitably struggle against 
doing what is good for them, 

“Children would also like to 
smeke, and stay up until 4 
o’clock in the morning, and live 
on jam. But it has been g ner- 
ally recognized that such natural 
instinets are best discouraged,” 

In Edmonton, the men who run 
children’s clothing departments 
agreed, They said further that 
ther» would be little saving in 
uniforms, and, what’s more, 
mothers wouldn’t be able to 
identify their infants across the 
street.

Chief Joe House spoke at a 
supper meeting of the Society of 
Friends of the Indians. He said 
the. Federal Government wishes to 
introduce regulations which would 
prevent rations—financed out of 
band funds held in trust by the 
Federal Government—from being 
distributed to needy Indians. 

Chief John Caltihoo of the 
Michel Reserve said Indians have 
been placed in “concentration 
camp” reserves. 

“If we had not been separated 
from the white people so long we 
would be far better off,” he said.

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Hail Insurance 


A good example of co-operation among 
farmers for the common good is the work of 
the Alberta Hail Insurance Board. For only 
$5.00 down payment any farmer can get his 
1951 crop insured against loss by hail—any- 
time before the hail strikes. Up to the first 
of July 15,000 Alberta farmers had done this. 


The small premium each farmer finally pays, 
when the crop is completed, is as nothing 
compared to his losses if hail strikes. 

Of the 15,000 farmers co-operating per- 
haps 3,000 will witness hail damage to their 
crops. Without hail insurance such hail 
damage would be a calamity to the farmer 
and his family. But the hail insurance 
premium is no calamity... Heavy hail loss 
would lower the individual’s standard of liv- 
ing pitifully for a full year, but the insurance 
premium represents no loss to his. living 
standards. 

We believe not only in hail insurance but 
over-all crop insurance. The sooner farmers 
are protected by full crop coverage, the 
sooner our Western farm economy will be on 
a surer and safer footing. 


Rental Fee-- For What? 


Farmers in the Avenir district, 16 or 
more miles north-east of Plamondon, have a 
peculiar situation on their hands. At the 
conclusion of World War II a number of new 
settlers moved into this area which was not 


surveyed and had no roads except the trails 
made by the settlers themselves. But the 
land looked good and in the true spirit of the 
pioneer, these hardy folk ventured forth and 
“squatted” on the land. The Government 
took no notice of them, gave them nothing. 

That was in 1945.. Comes 1951. The 
Provincial Government steps in and assesses 
these people $1.25 per year for each culti- 
vated acre, plus 8% of their crops starting 
with the current crop year. 

This is the same Government that is 
spending thousands of dollars to bring immi- 
grants to Alberta, the same administration 
that is opening up huge areas in the remote 
districts bordering the North-West Terri- 
tories. Laudable as these projects are, isn’t 
it just a little small-minded and vindictive to 
penalize people. who have stepped out on 
their own, and without the use of public 
funds, opened up new tracts of land for settle- 
ment? 

We submit that the areas occupied by 
the Avenir farmers be declared homestead 
land and when they’ve met the terms of 
homesteading, that they be given title for a 
fee of $5.00 per quarter section. To do other- 
wise is to deny a declared principle of Social 
Credit—free enterprise. 


Great Promises 


The defeat of the Liberal candidate in 
the by-election in the Brandon, Manitoba, 
constituency is being attributed by some 
daily newspapers to the Canadian govern- 
ment’s grain marketing policy. It is difficult 
to say to what extent this is so. Supporters 
of the open market have, for several years 
now, conducted a most intensive campaign 
in an effort to prove that the Wheat Board’s 
operations have resulted in losses of hundreds 
of millions of dollars to the wheat producers. 
The extent and persistency of such a cam- 
paign may have results. 

It is quite possible that opponents of the 
Wheat Board may succeed in destroying that 
organization and in restoring the speculative 
system of grain marketing. In that event 
the speculative market will have to live up to 
the roseate picture now being presented by 
its supporters. It will be most interesting to 
see then what will happen.

Case of The 
Headless Duckling

This mystery of robbery and murder made its 
imprint on my conscious mind as I drove along high- 
way thirteen, westward bound, within three miles 
of Daysland. I could see the tops of the Daysland 
elevators from a rise in the highway and then they 
disappeared from view as my Morris Minor reached 
the bottom of a depression in the road. At that point 
I met the distressed mother, pacing frantically back 
and forth across the road. , 

At this time of year it is not 
unusual to see a female duck on 
or near the road, with little balls 
of peeping fluff running after her. 
But this duck was alone and ob- 
viously in distress so I pulled up 
sharply at the side of the road 
and then she flew away. The 
roadway was dry and I could see 
no water on either side of the 
road. Not a good place for ducks. 
Mother duck tried to mislead me 
by flying a circuitous route away 
from the highway scene. She flew low across the 
fence, and then acted as though she was wounded 
and unable to fly. She wanted me to chase her, in- 
stead of looking for her nest, but I walked to the 
other side of the road and as I approached the tall 
grass noticed a movement among the weeds. Almost 
in the same instant I came upon the duck’s nest and 
spied the black and white marauder—an old house 
cat slinking and then bounding away. 

That murder had been done, there was no doubt. 
In the nest was the headless and still warm body of 
a baby duckling, that couldn’t have been hatched for 
more than 24 hours. There were no other ducklings 
in the nest and no unhatched eggs. Just empty egg 
shells. 

The cat got away easily without leaving any paw 
prints and with no witnesses other than the mother 
duck to the crime. The murdering cat has been seen 
but unidentified. Mother duck was left to return to 
her empty and unhappy home beside the road, and 
in true duck logic weigh the advantages and dis- 
advantages of building a nest in future so near to

‘farm homes that harbor cats. 


Reconsjructing the whole story, I would say it 
went something like this: The Mother duck of our 
story is an independent female that can’t stand to 
have other women in her neighborhood, and rather 
than set up housekeeping near a pond or slough 


where the other ducks go, she went off to the busy ~ 


highway and settled near the water-filled cut-away 
at the side of the road. She built her nest, and for 
23% hours per day kept constant vigil on the pretty 
little eggs which she laid, one a day. for six days. 
Every afternoon she left her unborn family for 30 
minutes’ swimming, eating and drinking at the side 
of her nest until the eggs began to hatch. 

A week ago the water dried up completely and 
She had to fly over the bushes to the pond where the 
other ducks were. That was the day the first egg 
stirred beneath her wing and the first peep-peep 
sounded from the otherwise still and lifeless eggs. 
That evening, duckling number one broke his shell, 
and with his wet feathers snuggled closer to his 
mother’s warm body. Then the murderer appeared 
on the scene. 

Mr. Cat may have been casing the joint all 
along, without disturbing the tenant of the house. 
But this day he thoroughly frightened poor Mrs. 
Duck, who tried, in vain, to lure him away from her 
nest by flying across the road and flopping around 
like an injured bird and an easy prey. Mr. Cat 
callously disregarded her frightened and anguished 
pleas and first murdered the helpless duckling, and 
then stole the warm little body. 

When the disturbance was over, Mrs. Duck re- 
turned to her nest and next day hatched out egg 
Number 2, with the same sequence of events. The 
murder and robbery was repeated every day until 
there were no more eggs and no more ducklings left. 

Conclusion: If duck hunters would do a little cat 


shooting in springtime there would be more ducks 
to hunt in the fall.

Wainwright Military Camp Mushrooms 
As 4,000 Soldiers Occupy ‘Canvas City’ 


With the arrival of about 4,000 soldiers from many parts 
of Canada completed, Wainwright Military Camp in north-east 
Alberta is virtually a “canvas city” surrounded by over 130,000 


acres of ideal training areas. 

In a matter of six weeks 740 
marquees and bell tents have 
blossomed in tent-lines adjacent 
to the existing 75 buildings which 
formerly housed a training centre 
and later prisoners-of-war. Regi- 
mental kitchens, messes, canteens 
and offices as well as the soldiers’ 
living quarters are located in the 
long lines of marquees. Each 
marquee accommodates 16 sol. 
diers. 

From the time bulldozers first 
started to level ground for the 
tent floor boards the gigantic 
task of creating the tented camp 
has been a rush priority for sap- 
pers of the Royal Canadian En- 
gineers. In short order they put 
in 8,000 feet of main water lines, 
over eight miles of branch water

pipe, and over 4,000 water taps. 
In the cook tents, 22 marquees, 
they installed 88 propane stoves 
as well as water heaters. 
LIGHTS LINE ROADS 
Street lights line the roads of 
Wainwright canvas camp and 
every tent is well lighted so that 
when troops return from the field 
and their “training like mad” pro- 
grams they find al the amenities. 
According to Brigadier W. J. 
Megill, officer commanding 
the camp and commander 25 
Canadian Infantry Brigade Re- 
placement 


Group, “Training 


area and facilities here are 
second-to-none and everything 
is being rushed to see that 
after-duty hours will be equally 
as good”. 


The new tent-lines are a tem- 
porary measure. In the fields 
next to the regimental lines three 
contracting firms and the army 
sappers are raising permanent 
and semi-permanent buildings 
which when completed this fall 
will be able to house and train 
the full complement of training 
troops. 

At present 67 buildings are 
under construction ranging from 
quonset type “H” ‘huts to steel 
and frame drill halls and recrea- 
tion buildings. The present con- 
struction plan calls for comple- 


tion by 15 September. More 
will be added next year.

BIG PROJECTS 

In addition to the 67 build- 
ings, 70 hour work-weeks from 
now until the snow flies will 
account for such items as 78,000 
square yards of tarnac paving 
on the roads and drill squares in 
the camp area, a central refriger- 
ation plant of 48,000 cubic feet 
storage, 48 miles of new gravel 
roads into training areas, an en- 
closed swimming pool, ordnance 
and army service corps storage 
and distribution centres, and 
seven new firing ranges for rifle, 
pistol, and small automatic wea- 
pons, 

One of the major tasks to be 
undertaken this vear will be the 
weir damming of the Battle 
River as a campwater source. 
From here water is to be pumped 
into Betty Lake, the main reser- 
voir for the future.’

They 
will be located near the two 
hangar-size gymnasiums now 
under construction. 

During past years used by re- 
serve troops as a mess and sleep- 
ing quarters, the camp hospital 
is now fully remodelled and re- 
equipped as @ 100-bed establish- 
ment capable of all types of 
treatment and operations. 


According to present plans 
immediate and proposed con- 
struction will total over 170 


buildings of all types with a pos- 
sibility of more being added in 
years to come,

In Sun Dance 


Ritual Dies 


_CARDSTON, Alta. — (BUP) — The last of the Blood 
Indians who took part in the tribe's cruel Sun Dance ritual has 
gone to the happy hunting grounds. 


Heavy Head, an 83-year-old 
Blood, who once scouted for the 
Standoff detachment of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police, died 
in a Cardston hospital. 

He was the last surviving mem- 
ber of the tribe to bear the marks 
of the Sun Dance on both his 
breasts and back. The ceremony 
which left the scars was held in 
1889, before police stopped the 
practice. 

In the dance, young braves 
adorned themselves with sage- 
brush and_ inserted small 
cherrywood skewers in their 
breasts. Rawhide thongs led 
from the skewers to the sacri- 
ficial pole and the braves tried 


to tear them loose as they 
danced.

Canadian Football Clubs 
Want U.S. College Players 


MONTREAL—(BUP)—Far-seeing Lew Hayman is back 
at his favorite blueprint with another suggestion for making 
Canadian football bigger and better. 


The. coach of the Eastern Big 
Four Union’s Montreal Alouettes, 
who doubles as his club’s man- 
aging director, thought it was high 
time Canadian teams were allow- 
ed to participate in the United 
States college draft. 


FULL OF IDEAS 


The idea was the latest to stem 
from the brain of Hayman, who is 
as responsible as anyone for the 
sport’s cross-country boom. He 
differs from many in one respect, 
however. He wants the game to 
grow even bigger, and he has a 
dozen or more sound ideas which 
might help it along. 

His latest suggestion stemmed 
from the increasing rivalry be- 
tween grid circles in this country 
and the U.S., prompted by Cana- 
da’s stepped-up search for talent 
south of the border. 

The Montreal mogul Phinks the 
tension would be lessened if Ca- 
nadian clubs were allowed to 
draft U.S. college stars. 

“As it is now, the National 
Professional Football League 
has exclusive drafting rights,’’ 
Hayman pointed out. “It lists 
300 or 400 such players, and 
leaves nothing for Canada. 

“Our game is big enough now 
for us to be in the field for this 
talent, too. But when none of 
this supply is left for us, we are 
forced to deal with players listed 
on the rosters of NFL teams, and 
that’s what has caused the pres- 
ent friction.” 

The game’s great source of 
talent is the United States, in 
much the same way that Canada 
is the fountainhead of raw mater- 
ial for hockey. Hayman thinks the 
mine of wealth should be opened 
to football promoters on this con- 
tinent,, ‘whether they be Ameri- 
can or Canadian.” 

Under the present closed 
draft system, teame in this 
country have found the Ameri-, 
can college field stripped bare 


by the U.S. pro clubs every 

year. 

As a resuit, they have approach- 
ed many established stars, and 
have succeeded in luring many of 
them northward with salaries that 
often exceeded those of American 
football. 

The situation reached a ci‘max 
recently when Myer Insky of 
Montreal, President of the Cana- 
dian Football Union, implored 
Canadian clubs to stop “raiding” 
American teams. Insky thinks the 
practice will lead to an official 
outlaw brand and eventual col- 
lapse of the game in this country. 


Beiseker Reports

BEISEKER—Severe hailstorms 
damaged spring crops in south- 
central Alberta over the week- 
end.

Canadian self-suffiency in oil, he 
said, would require reserves about 
double the 1,100,000,000 barrels 
now proven. He added, however, 
that a vast area between the Arctic 
and the United States border and 
from the rockies to southwestern 
Manitoba remained to be explored. 


Auxier said that in 1949 the 
oll industry spent over $100,000,- 
000 and recovered $50,000,000 
from oil sales over and above 
royalties. In 1950, the expendi- 
ture was $150,000,000 and $78,- 
000,000 was recovered over royal- 
ties. 

The total 1950 investment, in- 
cluding pipelines and refineries, 
was $278,000,000.
